At a cest of $350,000, it is being 
built with funds provided by the Federal G overnm ent and the State of Michigan 
with the city of Ironwood participating on an approxim ate 25 per cent basis, in- 
eluding the cost of land deeded to the state for the arm ory and prove ton of 
sewer and w ater facilities, electrical connections, street paving, curbing, side­ 
walks. paved parking area and landscaping. These considerations reduce die 
actual amount of m onetary contribution required from a city for construction 
of an armory, it was reported. With 23,136 square feet ol floor 
pace, the Iron­ 
wood armory is a one-storv brick and glass block construction with lam inated 
wood beams in the main structure. Harley, Ellington and Day, Inc., of Detroit, 


are architects for the job. 
They also are building the arm o ry in M arquette. 
Iron wood's arm ory is m ore than 60 per cent complete at present 
The new 
arm ory in M arquette will be the home of Com pany B, 107th Engineers,'the same 
battalion unit to which E scanaba’s Com pany C belongs. Escanaba is seeking a 
similar but larger arm ory which can be used also as a com m unity building and 
civie center. Two sites currently under consideration by the A rm ory committee 
and City Council are eight acres at the1 city w ater tower site off 23rd street north 
of Ludington street and a IO to 12 acre site west of 23rd street and south of 
Ludington street. Because a combined arm ory and com m unity building would 
be a larger structure than the new armories at Ironwood or M arquette, a site 
containing at least IO acres is being considered.
